Sudden End to Celebrated Murder 


Trial in London—Jury Acts Quick- 
ly—Public is Surprised. 


London, Oct.. 22—Following the retirement of the 


jury in the Crippen .case at 2:17 this afternoon, the 
jury, after only a few moments' deliberation, 
re- 


turned a verdict finding- Dr: Crippen guilty of murder- 
ing his wife Belle Ellrnore, the actress, whose 
body 


was found buried in the cellar of their- home at Hill- 
drop Crescent. 


Immediately after the jury returned its 
verdict, 


Lord Alverstone pronounced the death sentence upon 
Crippen, donning the black cap which is used by Eng- 
lish judges when passing a sentence of death upon a 
convicted prisoner. 


When.the trial was resumed this morning, King's 


Counsel R. D. Muir, in one of the strongest 
appeals 


ever heard in Old Bailey court, completed his address 
to the jury. Immediately following Muir'a 
address, 


Lord Alverstone, the presiding 
judge delivered his 


charge to the juiy. 


Verdict a Surprise. 


The verdict came as a surprise to all in the court- 


room, as it had been freely forecasted by those who 
had followed the evidence that 'the crown! had failed 
to make out a strong case against the American den- 
tist. 


It had been stated that should Crippen be acquit- 


ted, Miss Leneve, for whom the crime is alleged to 
have been committed, and who is held as an accessory 
after the fact would never be tried. Now it is believed 
that her trial will immediately follow.
